WASHTNrxTON 
Two matter? werr riis- 
cussed at the White House-congresSiOnal con­ 
ference on anti-strike lei^islation, not rev ealed 
in the p ublished rep orts of the meeting. 
One was a p rop osal tn incorp orate labor 
unions and require them to rev eal their financial 
records. 
The other was a 
secret ballot on 
strike action. 
The p resident ap p rov ed the first, but turned 
do\\Ti the second. 
He declared that he fav ored unions making 
p ublic their rev enues and exp enditures, just 
as business concerns are required to do. 
This, 
he said, would do much to driv e racketeers 
and other undesirable elements out of unions; 
also, p ut a curb on one man or group control. 
Howev er, Roosev elt urged that this curb be 
extended to include other p ublic bodies, such 
Bs the America First Committee and Fight 
For Freedom. 
“The p ublic is entitled to knew,” he said, 
“where they are getting their money and how 
and for what they are sp ending it.” 
The p resident v oiced doubt about the ad­ 
v isability of a comp ulsory secret strike v ote, 
on the ground that this did not nece.'^sarily 
insure a free ballot. 
Also, he said, it might 
backfire against the gov ernment. 
He p ointed out that if a \ ote held by edict 
of law fav ored a strike in an imp ortant defense 
industry, then the gov ernment would be in the 
p osition of sanctioning the shutdown. 
It was 
■Roosev elt’s op inion that the way to block strikes 
was to p rev ent them from occurring.

new wells because of higher labor and equip ­ 
ment cost-'.” 
Along about the fifth p hone call Henderson 
got wise to what was being p ulled on him. 
“Say, what is this, a consp iracy?” he de- 
m.anded
